oí “The Messiah” in Fishamble street, 
Dublin, in the year 1742. Handel had 
been dissatisfied by his treatment. in 
London, and‘ had come to Ireland.’ For 
the benefit of “poor and distressed 


of what is probably the greatest of all 


towers, are grimy and decayed, and 
the air of the slums pervades the 
scene. Travellers pass it by, or hurry 
through it, never realising that this is 
ground storied in history and rich in 
literary associations. Here flocked fine 
gentlemen and ladies to welcome Handel's 
masterpiece in days when Dublin was 
beginning to acquire that. pre-eminence 
as a musical and. dramatic centre 
which it was to hold for over a 
hundred years. Here, ‘too, Drapier’s 
Letters were published, and\here the sad 
and gentle life of James Clarekxce Mangan 
ended. How Dublin has changed is re- 
called by the altered circumstances of the 
places connected with Handel's visit, In 
his time Abbey street, in which he lodyed, 
was the principal residential quarter north 
of the river. St. Michan’s Church, which 
still possesses the organ on which ‘he 
played, was one of the most fashionable 
churches of the city, although to-day it 
lies, a museum of strange relics, hidden 
in a waste of crumbling walls. Handel's 
Dublin has gone, but the music. which 
leapt to life in. Fishamble ‘street at the 


freshness. -Often the story has been told 
how Handel, as he walked through Dublin, 


heard the old Irish melody, “ Eileen 


Aroon,”’ played by a street musician, and 


affirmed that he would rather have 
composed that air than all his musical 


works. The tune that the master 


admired already was over three hundred 


years old, if the tradition be correct 
which attributes it to the bard, 
Carol O'Daly, who flourished at the be- 


ginning of the fifteenth century. Accord- 


ing to the story, O’Daly returned from 
exile to find his lover about to be wedded 


he composed his song, and, disguised, he 
sang. it to the harp in the lady’s 
presence. In the final verse, which was 
composed extempore in wild delight. on 
the lady’s consent to join her bardic lover, 
there occurs the first known use of the 
now hackneyed ‘words, céad mile fáilte, “a 
hundred thousand welcomes.” Under the 


title of “ Robin Adair” this storied melody 


has attained popularity in Scotland; and 
it is not generally known that the Adair 
who is celebrated was not a Scotsman, but

Municipal Management. 
Local authorities whose powers have 
been transferred. to Commissioners by the 


Government of the Irish Free State shortly 


are to resume their democratic liberties. 
A. Government bill is to be introduced in 
the Oireachtas for the purpose of except- 
ing Dublin and Cork from the general 
rule. It is proposed that the Borough 
Commissioners shall continue to control 
the municipal affairs of these cities for a 
further period of years. Citizens will be 
relieved by the news that the men who 
have worked so earnestly and effectively 
on their behalf will be permitted to com- 
plete the task to which they set their 
hands. In each city the rates have been 
reduced in sweeping fashion; yet much 
better value has been given for the rate- 
payers’ money. If the corporations had 
been allowed to continue their’ muddling, 
corrupt and talkative rule, tens of 
thousands of pounds would have been lost 
to the citizens, the roads would have 
become impassable, and the problem of 
civic reform would have multiplied its 
difficulties. In both Dublin and Cork as 
much headway has been made in road 
construction, housing and general civic 
reform in the last twenty-four months as 
in the preceding twenty-four years. ‘The 


highways have been transformed, thousands 
of houses have arisen, and cleanliness has 


been enforced. An end has been put to 


jobbery and scandal, and ‘the public has 
been relieved of those political excursions 
which formerly interrupted municipal 
business and prevented efficient service. 
The task thus well begun is too large, in 
the case of the cities, for completion in 
the pregent period of ofBce, and we hope 
that the cleansing flood of reform will be 
maintained by the State until the Augean 
stabies are cleansed completely. When 
the rates have been brought to their 
lowest point of possible reduction and the 
fabric of the two cities has been over- 


hauled, citizens will be able to resume 
direct control without any burden of un- 
completed reform.

The Egg Trade. 

The immense importance to Irish agri- 
culture of the humble poultry yard is in- 
sufficiently realised. ‘The Cork University 
Press has published a valuable statistical 
analysis of Irish egg production and trade 
Ly Professor John Bustéeed, which brings 
home many important facts. In the 
decade before the Great War Ireland's 
export of eggs were slightly over six 
million great hundreds per annum. During 
the war they- rose .gradually- te“tbe- level 
of nine millions. They appear now to 
have sunk to about seven and a -half 
millions, of which the Saorstat accounts 
for four and a half millions and Northern 
Ireland for three millions. Formerly Ire- 
land's: chief rivals were Russia ' and 
Denmark: Russia now has! disappeared 
from the field. - Irish egg production 
reaches its height in April and dwindles 
away in the ‘months ‘when prices are 
highest. Danish supplies are... steady 
throughout the year, ‘and as great in the 
montiis’ of high prices as: in ‘the chéap 
summer months. Denmark’s. success. is 
due, ‘‘ not to regular production by Danisn 
hens, but to orderly marketing.”” Pro- 
fessor Busteed’s analysis is: concerned 
chiefly with the egg as an item of- the 
country’s list of exports. There is another 
aspect of the egg trade of lively interest 
to housewives. The present month ‘is the 
most prolific of the year; eggs are plenti- 


ful and ought to be cheap. Nevertheless, 


the housewife must pay in Dublin for 
every dozen of eggs nearly twice as much 
as her cousin, the farmer’s wife; receives 
for them. It costs nearly as muith to 
bring an egg to Dublin as to produce it. 
It might be remarked facetiously that this 
is hard upon the hens ; but the fact is that 
middlemen are reaping exorbitant profits.

AM authoritatively informed that a Bill 
| will shortly be introduced in the Dail: 
by the Minister of Local Government, to 
provide for the continuance “in office of 
the City Commissioners of. Dublin ‘and 
cork. Py 

The new Bill will deal exclusively with 

these two municipalities, and will pro- 
bably extend the Commissioners’ term of 
administration by another one or two 
ye ils. 
"It should be explained that under the 
focal Government Act of 1925 the Minister | 
was given power to dissolve any local 
authority and to place the administration 
of its affairs in the hands of a Commis- 
sioner or Commissioners, subject to the 
provision that not later than three years 
after its dissolution a new election was to. 
be held. In all about: seventeen bodies were. 
abolished under the Act, and of. “that. 
number at least tyib are due to re-appear 
within the next couple of months. 

The Kerry County Council was abolished 
on the 9th of May, 1923, and the Leitrim 
Council fon the 29th May of the same 
vear, so that in both of these cases an 
election will be held next month. | 

It is not, T am informed, the intention 
of the Local Government Ministry to 
apply the provisions of the new Bill to 
local administrations outside Cork and’ 
Dublin; that is to say, with the exception 
of these two cities, there will be a reversion 
to the old system of control by local repre- 
sentatives immediately on the expiration 
of the three-year period prescribed in the 
1925 Act. 


THE CASE OF DUBLIN CITY. 

The Dublin Corporation was dissolved 
on the 20th of May, 1924, and the Cork 
Corporation on 30th of October of the same 
vear, so that the Commissioners of both 
cities would in any event have remained 
in office for another year. So far as 
Dublin is concerned, the whole question of 
civic administration is at present being 
examined by a special Government Com- 
mission, under.the chairmanship of Pro- 
fessor Magennis, T.D., but it is unlikely 
tliat steps will be taken to give legislative 
effect to the recommendations of that Com- 
mission for more than twelve months to 
come, and it 1s the opinion of the Govern- 
ment apparently that steps should he 
taken further to safeguard the ratépayers 
in the interval. 

‘There is not, I am told, any truth in the 
suggestion that the Local - Government 
Ministry contemplates an eventual and 
permanent replacement of “ popular ” 
representatives by paid. Commissioners 
throughout the. twenty-six counties, 
though proposals to that effect have been 
canvassed outside official circles. One 
reform which the Ministry does intend to 
introduce is in regard to appointments by 
local. bodies. A Bill will be introduced to 
provide for the constitution of a Central 
(ommission which will examine the 
‘redentials of applicants for every post 
under any or every local authority. This 
‘ommission will be on the lines of the 
‘ivil Service Commission, and will 
function for a fraction of the expenditure 
on the former. 

The procedure, no doubt, will be that in 
ie case of every appointment applications 
in the first instance will be addressed to 
the local body making the appointment, 
id will then be forwarded to the Centra] 
That body, having 
made its choice, will forward the name of 
ihe local authority for 
approval ov alternatively to the Minister 
of Local Government for his sanction.

He was returned for 
the Harrow Division of Middlesex as a Coali- 
tion Unionist at the general election of 1918. 
He became an independent member in 1922, 
and joined the Labour Party in 1924. He 
lost his seat soon afterwards. In 1920 he 
married Lady Cynthia Curzon, second 
daughter of the Marquis of Curzon of Kedles- 
ton. Lady Cynthia has an income of at 
least £8,000 a year under the wis of her 
grandfather, and that she inherited £20,000 
trom her grandmother. 

According to the New York Herald 
Tribune, Lady Cynthia said, in an interview 
in New York, in March: “Titles are a bit 
of a joke. I catnot get rid of my title, 
though I do not think much of it.”

CRITICAL. 


“AERIAL BOMBARDMENT.

FEARED REYOLUTION

' Peking. was bombed again to-day by- aerial 
bombers. Nine. bombs were dropped over the 
city this morning, causing eight deaths and 
thirty injured. Another aerial raid 
over -Fengtai Junction.

the British Army post. Mr. Roy Chapman 
pildirews, "tle explorer, who has just returned 
róm ‘an expedition io Manchuria, had a 
harrow. ,escape. at the North-West station, 
where four, powerful bombs were dropped. 
One fell twenty feet from the spot where he 
had crawled under a steel car, and one frag-

| The continued disregard of the protest of 
the Powers aguinst bombing the capital is 
worrying the diplomats, as there is no Govern- 
mént ‘at ‘the moment alile to compel the 
enforcement’ of-any ofthe treaties. All the 
activitjes..of the Customs. and Judicial Con- 
ferences -haye been suspended, virtually none 
of the Chinese members remaining in the city. 
Politically the situation. is hopeless ,until 
the completion of the. military struggle for 
ssion of. the capital. The deposed 
resident Tuan Chi-Jui, who yesterday took 
refugé in’ a building near the French 
barracks; has ‘issued a circular telegram de- 
tlaring that he retains the Presidential seals, 
and warping. the. provinces to disregard any 
mandates other than his. own, The Cabinet 
secretariat has issued a similar telegram, 
stating that the Government functions have 
n suspended owing to military obstruction 
and the siege of the Government ‘buildings. 
The Premier, two Ministers, and one Vice- 
Minister, and numerous Councillors and 
Secretaries -have taken refuge in the Lega- 
tion Quarter. The foreign diplomats are 
apprehensive that an attempt may be made 
to reorganise the Cabinet by Tuan Chi-Jui, 
which would create a serious. complication 
under the Boxer protocol. Also the Chinese 
are apprehensive lest an attempt should be 
made to seize the deposed President under 
a warrant, thus raising a delicate question. 
The gates of the Legation Quarter are now 
held by foreign troops, with machine guns 
posted on the walls. 


NEARING PEKING. 

In a later message, our Correspondent 
says—The fighting, with increasing intensity, 
continues on two sides of Peking. Rifle fire 
was heard this afternoon and evening, even 
from the Legation quarter. Business is 
nearly suspended in the capital. owing to the 
fear of looting if the attackers should gain 
an entrance. Food supplies are rapidly 
diminishing, and the food situation will 

ome serious if the siege continues another 
week. 

Fighting on the sector, from Fengtai to 
a point six miles south of Tungchow, is being 
stubbornly contested. The mail train was 
unable to get through this afternoon. North- 
ward of Tungchow, heavy fighting is reported 
on two sectors. The Wu Pei-Fu troops 
occupy the railway junction at Changsintien, 
nine miles outside the Wallis, but otherwise 
the Wu Pei-Fu Army is inactive. 

There are persistent » stories that General 
Wu Pei-Fu is arriving at Pactingfu to 
assume command; but whether for or against 
the Kuominchun Armies remains a riddle. 
The Mancharian troops hope to occupy the 
South Barracks before General Wu Pei-Fu 
reaches the front, but the Kuominchun Army 
is rapidly replacing its casualties, and also in- 
creasing its lines. The Kuominchun troops 
within the capital were supplied to-day with 
automatic rifles, indicating that if the 
enemy should reach the city an attempt will 
be made to hold him at the gates

MEETING TO-DAY. 
MINERS’ REPLY TO 
OWNERS. . 


AN EARLY DEADLOCK 


EXPECTED. 


—_ 


ITTLE or no real progréss is éxpected 
to-day in the resumed negotiations 
between the coal-owners and the executive 
of the Miners’ Federation. The difference 
between the parties is understood to be very 
largely one of interpretation of the main 
recommendations of the Royal Commission, 
particularly in relation to wages. 

The miners will present a detailed reply 
to the owners’ proposals, and give their 
own interpretation of the recommenda- 
tions. The owners, there is good reason 
for stating, are not prepared to depart 
from their contention that the districts 
must settle the amounts of the various 
district minimum percentages, these subse- 
quently to be submitted to the national 
conference for approval. For this reason 
they will not be prepared to-day to give 
the miners’ leaders’ any specific or detailed 
information regarding the downward re- 
vision of wages or the amount which they 
propose shall be the new wage for each 
district on May Ist. 


DEADLOCK EXPECTED. 

The miners are committed to a national 
wage agreement and a national minimum per- 
centage, with no separate distri’ agreements 
and no reductions.” An early deadlock is, 
therefore, expected, and this may occur’ to- 
morrow. 

In that event almost immediate interven- 
tion by the Prime Minister is looked for, and 
the Government will prohably be asked to 
inediate on the difference of interpretation as 
well as to state more definitely what amount 
of temporary assistance may be expected. 

The Yorkshire Miners’ Council yesterday 
endorsed resolutions passed at the National 
Delegate Conference !ast Friday, and recom- 
mcnded branch meetings to approve same. 

Mr. H. Smith said—I hope that if miners 
are asked to answer the call they will readily 
do so, knowing that this fight, if it is to be 
one, is of a momentous character not only to 
miners but to workers of Great Britain gener- 
ally. In my opinion, the mine workers are 
being attacked, and the decision affecting 
mine workers will have its bearing on other 
tirade unions. 

With the support of mine workers and the 
trade union movement generally I am hoping 
that a settlement will be arrived at which 
will bring peace to the industry and the 
nation.

BALMORAL CLUB’S DECISION.

THE MUSIC-MAKERS. 


COMPETITIVE FESTIVALS 
IN IRELAND. 


A REVIEW OF PhROGRÉSS,: 


(From A CORRESPONDENT.) ; 

Every year the musical competitive festivals 
held. in Ireland—notably Dublin, Belfast, 
Derry; Sligo and Portadown—reveal the 
existence of a great number of skilled 
musicians. The growth of these festivals has 
been remarkable, and those who attend them 
may sometimes pause to wonder what are the 
inducements that bring the hundreds of new 
candidates every year to such public judgment 
of their skill. ite 

Largely, of cotirse, the pursuit of music, 1s 
purely amateur, and the desire to achive 
success in Feis competitions springs wholly 
from zest in a cherished art, Often, again, 
amateurs are pressed to enter these compet!- 
tions by teachers. On the part of the teachers 
the motive is sometimes simply pride in the 


‘pupil's progress; at other times it is appre- 


ciation of the testimonial and advertising 
value of consistent success of pupils sent for- 
ward—or it may be a mixture of these 
elements. 

On the whole, the amateur spirit prevails, 
and prize-winners rejoice in success purely out 
of pride in. having reached an acknowledged 
standard in the art they love. . The festivals 
have done good work in directing the atten- 
tion of such amateurs to musical works that 
are worthy of close study. How different now 
in wide.circles is the standard of appreciation 
of amateur performances from that which was 
common in the early years of this century ! 

In suburban drawing-rooms the music per- 
formed, as a rule, to-day is of a class that an 
amateur would not have ventured to. bring 
before mixed company in the years before the 
musical competitive festival movement began 
to exercise its influence. In particular, the 
mterpretation of songs, and the choice of 
songs..worthy of care in interpretation, are 
on a new plane in recent years, among singers 
in private as. well as in public. The Feis 
competitions have given, also, an incentive to 
young musicians to work together in study 
and preparation of instrumental duets and 
other forms of chamber music. 


AN IMPORTANT CHANGE. 

At the same time, an important change has 
come over the economic aspect of music- 
making. Only ten years ago one could in- 
guire, without answer, what was to hecome 
of all the young “' misses,’’ the cost of whose 
instruction in music must have been a large 
drain on their parents’ purses. For male 
musicians there were more obvious openings, 
ranging from paid choir-work and organ-playing 
to theatre bands. To these dance-music work 
has been added. 

The rapidity, however, with which, in the 
past few years, demand has been approaching 
supply as regards female instrumentalists has 
een an extraordinary phase of musical em- 
ployment. In dozens of cinemas “and 
restaurants in Ireland there are competent 
orchestras, in which lady performers are 
largely, if not exclusively, employed. A 
certificate of success in a competitive festival 
is'.undoubtedly a help to any musician 
desirous of such employment. Again, the 
advertisement of a F’eis. Ceoil success is of un- 
doubted value to anybody who intends to set 
up as a teacher of music. 

It is curious to observe that the invention 
and development of means of distributing 
music. have not had the adverse effect that 
was feared on the employment of musicians. 
It used to be thought that when gramaphone 
records of Caruso and Melba could be bought 
for a few shillings, people would cease to 
take notice of minor and local performers. 
What has happened, in fact, is that the 
distribution of music by such means has 
coincided with a great extension of the 
personal practice of music, and is probably 
responsible for it. The more good music 
people hear ‘‘on the wireless,” the more 
they open their ears to it in other directions. 


DEMAND FOR THE BEST. 

The masses now look eacerly or the hest 
music. The gramaphone companies somewhat 
nervously, a few yeais ago, issued an occasional 
record of classical music to meet the wishes 
of what they thought was a small section 
of gramaphone-users. In a little while they 


>. 


were overwhelmed by the demand for records 
of a good class, and, in fact, were cancht 
napping. Now the various compan ure 
competing strenuously for the claim be 


regarded as producers of records «©. the 
highest musical value; and the better kind 
of record, in spite of the greater cost of 
production, is highly remunerative to the 
producer, To gather the price of a set 
of records of an important orchestral or 
chamber music work—a Beethoven quartet 
played by the Lener Quartet or the Elgar 
No.. 2 Symphony played by the Albert Hall 
Orchestra, or other sets ranging from thirty 
to forty shillings each in price—some men 
and women are donying themselves comforts, 
and even necessaries, with the sternness 
exampled in the pagés of the now neglected 
Samuel Smiles. 
content with their gramaphone-hearing at 
home; they go after good music wherever 
they can get it, and local performers are 
supported better than ever before 


GOOD FOR MUSICIANS. 


Broadcast music is having a like influence. 
Any reference to Dublin broadcasting seems 
to be highly controversial, but one may 
hazard a guess that the taking and distribu- 
tion of British broadcasts of superior musical 
performances induced many persons who 
otherwise would not have been interested in 
the Dublin station to instal receiving sets. 
The mention of this may seem to cut across 
the argument as to. employment for local 
musicians, but the point is that it is good 
music that the public wants, in a degree not 
foreseen by the prophets a quarter of a 
century ago; and the spread of interest in 
good music works down to the interest of 
good musicians. 

The Dublin Broadcasting Station has pro- 
vided already a good deal of employment for 
artists who are equipped for the task of 
delivering musical performances; and that 
station and others will provide more as the 
demand for greater provision of musical fare 
is nourished. 

he spread of a love for good music thus 
is seen to have had various stimulants; but 
in fostering it, and helping to meet its 
demands, the musical competitive festival 
movement has had a greater part, in Ireland 
as elsewhere, than its early promoters 
dreamed. 

The Dublin Feis for 1926 is due to be held in 
the week beginning on the 3rd of May next, 
Most of the intending competitors have sent 
in their entries, which were due before the 
Ist of April; but at double fees, entries will 
be accepted up to next Thursday. From 
now to the end of April competitors will be 
working hard at final polishing of the work 
that they intend to present before the judges 


and the public.

PUNJAB IRRIGATION 
SCHEME 


INAUGURATED BY THE 
GOVERNOR.

LAHORE, Monday. 
The State opening at the Suleimanke Canal 
headworks by Sir Malcolm Hailey, the 
Gevernor of the Punjab, in the absence of 
the Viceroy through iiiione; of the first com- 
pleted unit of the great Sutlej Valley Irriga- 
tion Scheme, was to-day the occasion of a 
great assemblage, representative cf all parts 
of the provinee and all sections, official and 
unofficial, of its people and life. The Nawab

The Viceroy sent a special message of re- 
gret and of congratulations, which Sir Mal- 
colm Hailey read to a gathering of oyer four 
hundered persons in a big marquee.

R. Foy, the chief engineer of Punjab irriga- 
tion, reaw an interesting review of the scheme 
from its inception. 

Sir Malcolm Hailey, in a stirring speech, 
pointed out that, of 65,000,000 acres of land 
in the Punjab, 35,000,000 were cultivated, and 
of them 18,500,000 were commanded by irriga- 
tion canals, while 10,500,000 acres of crops 
were annually matured by irrigation. He cal- 
culated that the annual value of the crops 
matured | their water” was 584 crores— 
nearly £44,000,000. 

His Excellency opened the works by moving 
an electric switch, which set in motion the 
machinerv which raised the canal sluices. He 
unveiled a tablet commemorating the day's

The future course of events in the coal minmg 
industry will depend to a large extent upon 
whether peace or conflict is the dominant 
tone in the resumed discussions to-day between 
the national representatives of the colliery 
owners and the miners. There is plenty of 
material for quarrelling if occasions ot 
differences are sought. Such occasions may 
even. arise unsought out of the very difh- 
culties of the industry which confront the 
colliery owners and the miners alike. The 
facts are, indeed, hard and stubborn, but 
they have to be faced. They can only be 
faced successfully if the owners and the 
miners, forgetting. their past feuds—no easy 
matter by itselfi—make an heroic ‘endeavour 
to gain a victory over adverse circumstances. 
To-day it is the turn of the miners to make 
their reply to the Commission's recommenda- 
tions. If they listen to the advice of their 
fellow-trade unionists, who constitute the 
Industrial Committee of the ‘Trades Union 
Congress General Council, they will go to the 
meeting with the colliery owners with the 
twofold object of obtaming a clear under- 
standing of the report of the Commission and 
of reducing pomts of | difference to the 
smaliest possibie dimensions. These being, in 
fact, the miners’ objects, they will ie able to 
count upon a reciprocal earnestneas and 
sincerity on the part of the owners. The 
situation requires of both parties an honest 
and straighttorward and sustained endeavour 
to reach an agreement on the tines laid’ down 
by the Commission. To leave those lines is 
to get lost again in the void. “ -. 
Differences may occur vn .points.of con- 
struction, differences of the kind bavé already, 
occurred; but on the broad principles of the 
report and the general ‘tenor of its .recom- 
mendations there is little ground for mis- 
understanding. If those  principlés . are 
accepted, then, on the details of an agree: 
ment, however great the difficulties, taere 
should be no danger of a breakdown of

COLLISION 


IN AIR. 


The question of the age at which ar air- 
man should cease to act as pilot was raised 
yesterday at the inquest on the two fiying 
officers and three aircraftsmen who were 
killed last Saturday when a Vickers-Vimy 
bomber and an Avro fighter collided near the 
Roval A‘: Force Aerodrome at Henlow, Bed- 
fordshire, and fell to the ground in flames.

Squadron Leader Basil Fraser ickson, 
medical officer, deposed that death in all 
cases was instantaneous. Four of ths victims

Leading Aircrattsman George William 
Wilson stated that no cry was heard from the 
burning wreckage, aid he thought that che 
occupants must have been killed by the fall. 

Leading Aireraftsman Dobbs, who gave a 
graphic description of the disaster, said that 
the force of the impact iurned the Avro 
through a complete circle till it was facing 
the Vimy. Immediately the — interlocked 
‘planes struck the ground flames shot up a 
hundred feet. Answering questions by the 
Coroner, Wilson said that he thought that 
neither ef the pilots knew of the presence of 
the other. 

Owing to an ‘nquiry about the age of Fly- 
ing Officer Scott, pilot of the Avro, which 
was given as 49, a question was raised as to 
ul gee to which a man should continue to 
act @& pilot. Squadron Leader Pettingell 
said that no limit was fixed. Certified fit, a 
man could go on flying as long as he liked. 
Scott, he added, was better than some of 
th: men ‘twelve years his junior. 

The Coroner referred to the comparative

TWO MOTORISTS KILLED. 


ONE THROWN INTO DITCH 
AND SMOTHERED. 

Leslie White, metal merchant, of Station 
road, Chertsey, Surrey, and Ernest Hewitt, 
of Victoria road, Addlestone, Surrey, were 
in a motor car yesterday afternoon approach. 
ing Thorpe Mill Bridge, near Chertsey, when 
the car ran into a ditch and turned a somer- 
sault. 

White was afterwards found dead with his 
legs fixed in the steering wheel. Hewitt fell 
into the ditch, in which there were four or 
five feet of mud, and was smothered, the 
police recovering his body subsequently with 
drags.

OBITUARY. 
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MR. JOHN BENSON, 
One of the pioneers and most notable 


figures in the dairying world has died in the 
person of Mr. John Benson, of Bedford. He 
was first manager and chief instructor of 
the British Dairy Farmers’ Association at 
Aylesbury, which position he held until 1895, 
when he accepted a directorship of the Mid- 
land Dairy Institute.

BENEFITS OF OPTICAL 
SCIENCE. 
VALUE OF THE MICROSCOPE. 


The value and the uses of the microscope 
were referred to by Mr. Baldwin at the open- 
ing of the Optical Convention at the Imperial 
College of Science and Technology, at South 
Kensington, yesterday. Without the micro- 
scope, he said, mankind would never be able 
to carry on that ceaseless warfare against the 
bacillus. Without the microscope his friend, 
Sir Robert Hadfield, whom he was glad to see 
there, would find it difficult to make some .of 
that steel for which he was so famous, and 
for which Sheffield had won such. renown. 

We could not travel on the sea or in the 
air without the aid of optical science, con- 
tinued Mr. Baldwin. In peace it was  neces- 
sary; in war it was vital. It might be that 
the Hedonist might say: *‘ Let: me have. the 
luxuries of life and I will dispense with the 
necessities.” But che Hedonist himself pro- 
bably little realised that without. the micro- 
scope, without the polarimeter, without the 
refractometer, he would get no beer fit to 
drink. (Laughter.)

DEATHS. 

GARDENER ARRESTED. 

REMAN DED ON MURDER 
| CHARGE. 


Henry McCabe; “the gardener, who has 
been detained in the Malahide Civic Guard 
Barracks since Friday, April 2nd, after the 
six occupants of ‘the residence, La Mancha, 
near Malahide, had been found dead in the 
burning house, was formally arrested yester- 
day afternoon, and was later charged before 
Mr. McMahon, Peace Commissioner, with 
murder. 

McCabe was rémanded in custody, and was 
taken to Mountjoy Jail last evening. He will 
be brought up at the next District Court at 
Swords, which will be held towards the end 
of this mouth. 

Six different charges of murder were pre- 
ferred against McCabe. It is understood that 
his statement, which was made to the Civic 
Guards previous to the inquest on the 2nd 
inst., was submitted to the Peace Commis- 
sioner. 

It will be recalled that on Wednesday 
morning, 3lst March, McCabe, . who was 
employed as gardener by the McDonnell’s, 
who were the occupants of La Mancha, gave 
warning to the Civic Guards at Malahide 
that the house was on fire. 

The Dublin Fire Brigade were summoned 
immediately, and the Civic Guards and 
civilians going to the house recovered the 
body of the manservant, James Clarke, from 
his bedroom in the basement. The fire pre- 
vented access to the upper portion of the 
house. 


After the fire had been got under control 


the bodies of the five other occupants of the 
house — Peter and Joseph McDonnell 
(brothers), Alice and Annie McDonnell (their 
sisters) and -Mary McGowan, servant—were 
recovered. “The Boilies of the three women 
were burned beyond recognition, and Joseph 
MrDonnell’s body was half charred 

The postponed inquest, which was resumed 
en last Friday, was adjourned again for a 
month to await the “submission of the 
analyst’s report. and this report has net 
yét been completed. 


SEARCH OF LA MANCHA. 

During last. week a vigorous. sedrch was 
made of the grounds of La Mancha, without 
result. 

Last Saturday and Sunday detectives, under 
the supervision of Colonel Neligan, Chief of 
the Detective Division in Dublin, who is in 
charge of the case, were engaged in a de- 
tailed search of the house itself. All the 
débris and furniture of the house were 
cleared out. Five - pounds in money were 
found in purses in different parts of the 
heuse. The money included a £1 note and a 
gold half-soveretgn. 

It is stated that a rate collector, who called 
at. La Mancha on the Tuesday before the. dis- 
covery of the murder, found the houso 
shuttered and locked up. The police are now 
seeking for any other persons who called to 
La Mancha, either on business or otherwise, 
on the Monday or Tuesday before the dis- 
covery of the fire, to, come forward to the 
Civic Guard Station at Malahide. 


FRENCH BUDGET. 


DISCUSSION IN SENATE 
BEGUN.

PARIS, Monday. 
The French Budget for 1926, waich the 


Senate began to discuss to-day, has been pro- 
duced in curious circunistances, The esti- 
mates were first compiled by .M. Caillaux 
last summer; he undertook to obtain a hand- 
some surplus by taxing every sort of Income, 
including rextes. "has: peoyed too much for 
political opinion in the Chamber so he fell, 
and M. Painlevé took iris place: He also pro- 
posed to obtain a surplus larg. enough to 
provide for a cursiderable liquidation of the 
floating debt, but: he, too, tailed to induce 
the Chamber to accept his bull. 

The last two Ministers of Finance, M. 
Doumer and M. Peret, took warning by the 
fate of their predecessors, and did not at- 
tempt to do more than just balance revenue 
and expenditure. Tlie excess of expenditure 
over revenue was estimated at . about 4,500 
million frances, and the Government concen- 
trated its efforts on getting Parhament to 
pass fresh revenue to cover that, leaving the 
Budget proper to be dealt with later. 

Just before Easter M. Peret’s Revenue Bill 
was passed by Parliament, and thus he was 
able to announce that: the Budget was 
balanced, although. the Budget itself had not 
been voted by Parliament. 

As a matter of fact, it is not expected 
that the Senate will appreciably modily the 
figures passed by the Chamber. These are :— 

Revenue—37.465 million francs, including 
ihe yield of the new taxes contained in 
the Revenue Bill. 

Expenditure— 37,249: millions, including a 
credit of 572 millions, for the prosecu- 
tion of the campaigns in Morocco and 
Syria during the coming season. 

Thus if these figures are maintained thero 
should be a surplus of 216 millions. M. Peret 
claims for this Budget that it is the first since 
the war, ‘in which all the Government's 
annual expenditure is properly covered by 
revenue 
statement requires some slight qualification. 

‘No provision 1s ‘made in the Budget for 
two large liabilities—France’s debts to her 
Allies and the completion of the work of 
restoring the devastated war areas. It is 
true that France has not vet undertaken to 
liquidate the main inter-Allied debt, so that 
it’ cannot be said that actual expenditure on 
this account is being left out of the Budget, 
but the liability must be taken into considera 
tion if a proper view of France s financial 
position is to be obtained. 


NOVEL STRIKE AT 
CLACTON. 


PARENTS SUPPORT SCHOOL 
CHILDREN. 

Supported by their parents, 150 school 
children went on strike at Clacton vesterday. 
The strike followed the inauguration of a 
senior mixed Council school, to which the 
children were to have been transferred. The 
parents resented this, on the ground that it 
meant a walk of from one to two miles for 
the children. ‘To mitigate this, the authori- 
ties chartered a motor ‘bus; but this failed 
to satisfy them, and, failing to gain admis- 
sion to their old &chool, the children and 
their parents paraded the town yesterday 
with banners, on which was emblazoned 
“ On Strike.”

QUESTIONABLE PROJECT. 
Mr. A. D. Delap, in proposing a vote of 
thanks to Mr, Higginbotham for his paper, 
said that it had not convinced him of the 
commercial probability of reclaiming land to 
any considerable extent on the shores of the 
Free State. His experience of reclamation 
pointed to it being a very questionable project, 
and one that ought to be looked into very 
carefully. before. people embarked on it or 
were encouraged to put their money into it.

ELOCUTION AND MUSIC. 


The Portadown Musical Association’s annual 
festival was opened. yesterday in the Town 
Hall, Portadown, and will be continued daily 
during the week. The adjudicators are :—Mr. 
Stanley Roper, Mus.Bac., F.R.C.0:, Chapel 
Royal, London; Mr. Herbert Wiseman, 
Director of Music to the Education Authority 
for Edinburgh, and Miss Elsie Fogerty, 
L.R.A.M., principal of the Central School of 
Speech Training and Dramatic Art, Royal 
Albert Hall, Kensington. Miss May Shepperd, 
L.R.A.M., and Mr. W. F. Wood are the 
official accompanists. The entries total 472, 
being an increase of Bó compared with last 
year. 
In introducing the proceedings, Mr. W. M. 
Clow, J.P., chairman of the committee, said 
that that was their fourth musical festival, 
and all along they had been increasing the 
number of classes and the number of entries. 
Last year he referred to the importance of 
elocution as the handmaid of speaking, and 
he was glad to know that that sentiment 
seemed to be prevalent in the minds of the 
people of the district; for the entries in the 
elocution classes this year were splendid. The 
adjudictor in that department was Miss 
Fogerty, and he. welcomed her most heartily, 
because she was an Irishwoman, and an Irish- 
woman. who had made a name for herself in 
the great City of London. 
This year the committee had instituted two 
bursaries of £25 a year each, offering one to 
the young person who, in the opinion of the 
adjudicator, would be likély to make the most 
progress in pianoforte-playing and singing.

WOMEN’S PEACE 
MOVEMENT. 


THE COMING CONGRESS IN 
DUBLIN. 

In connection with the congress of the 
Women’s International League of Peace and 
Freedom, to be held in Dublin next Julv. 
Mrs. Broequy presided at a meeting of the 
societies and individuals interested last night 
In Fuller’s Restaurant, Grafton street, 
Dublin, to discuss plans for its organisation. 

Miss Chenevix, referring to the object of the 
congress, said that she was re that there 
were a great many who did not learn the 
lessons that the war ought to have taught 
them. The fate of the League of Nations 
seemed to be hanging in the balance, and 
whether anything would come of the Dis- 
armament Conference there was consider- 
able doubt. 
As to the use of the International Society 
and of pacifist societies, she said that they 
had two very important tasks. ' The first was 
to create a will to peace—a real, active and 
intelligent will to peace. The programme of 
the congress would include some very large 
subjects, such as the forces . which made 
against peace, especially militarism, im- 
perialism, and the oppression of minorities by 
the majorities; and also the forces that made 
for peace, such as disarmament. 

; IRELAND AND PEACE. 
Miss Louie Bennett said that Ireland had 
more reason than any other country to be in 
this peace movement, and free themselves 
from the menace of war. In Ireland thev 
had practically no peace organisation with 
the exception of the League of Nations 
Union. 
In the past their connection with England 
kept them from close touch with European 
nations, as also did their geographical posi- 
tion. The present day tendency was for 
nations to draw together for constructive and 
intellectual purposes, and their association 
would help them to do that. Ireland had a 
great deal to learn from other countries, and 
she had her own gifts to give these countries. 
Dealing with the plans for the forthcoming 
congress, she pointed out the necessity of 
making the delegates happy and comfortable 
during their stay, and show them what their 
city contained. She would like if something 
on the lines of an Irish week were organised 
by the Industrial Development Association, 
and that an exhibition of their arts and crafts 
would be held during the congress week. A 
national culture group might arrange ar Irish 
evening, and others might arrange for the 
visitors’ entertainment. They hoped to have 
a garden party, and she appealed to those 
who took an interest in the conference to lend 
their help. 

NUMEROUS DELEGATES. 

They expected at least 150 delegates and 
“guests. Sixty were coming from the United 
States and thirty from England, and a con- 
siderable number from European countries, 
as well as the expert lecturers whom the 
Committee had invited. The congress would 
be held in the National University, and to 
Dr. Coffey they extended their warmest 
thanks for having so kindly placed the Uni- 
versity at the disposal of the congress.

NO POLITICAL SIGNIFICANCE. 
The result of the present census will, it 
is to be huped, be every important to the 
country as a whole, to the several departments 
in particular. Those who are entrusted with 
the taking of the census feel that from the 
queries asked almost every possible informa- 
tion can be obtained, and what is wanted 
now is the accuracy of the householder in 
filling up the forms. 
It should be noted that the census has no 
political significance. Its results are neces- 
sary and are essential for the good Govern- 
ment. of the country, and will, of course, be 
available for whatever. Government may be 
in power. Thé Civic Guard have charge of 
the distribution and collection of the forms, 
and it only now remains for the public to 


realise the importance of the, census and 
to . assist those engaged in the work. 
The Civic Guard will be greatly helped 


if the householders fill up the forms on Sun- 
day night next and have them ready when 
they commence collection on the following 
morning. No persert should- have any fear or 
anxiety in fully filling up the form, as the 
information given will only be used for 
statistical purposes. In addition, if those 
engaged in tke taking of the census give any 
information to an outsider severe _ penalties 
will be inflicted. | 

MECHANIGAL AIDS. 
It may be of interest to know that the 
greater part of the work after the forms are 
returned will be done~by mechanical means. 
These machines have been used in the United 
States and in other countries for a length of 
time, and in Great Britain and Scotland in 
both the 1911 and 1921 censuses. Much more 
detailed information and detailed tables can 
be procured by doing the wérk this way than 
under the old system of clerical labour. 
Although there is no inquiry about houses 
on A Form, the enumerator is required to 
make inquiries in reference to housés on the 
Form B, in which information will be col- 
lected in reference to private houses and 
houses other than private houses, suth as 
factories, warehouses, hospitals, boatding 
schools, and such like. The queries will be 
whether the house is being built, or, if built, 
inhabited or uninhabited. In addition, 
information will be asked as regards the 
families, such as the number of families living 
in each house or building and the number of 
persons in each family, also the number of 
rooms occupied by each family. It is obvious 
that the information obtained under this 
heading will be most important, especially at 
the present time, when the housing problem 
is such a pressing and urgent one.

THE DELIVERY OF THE FORMS. 

Major Cooper, T.D., Vice-President, asked 
if, in certain cases when persons did not wish 
to reveal. their ages or other information to 
the collectors of the forms, the forms may be 
delivered at the office of the Registrar- 
General. 
Sir William J. Thompson, replying to ques- 
tions, said that the newspapers would be 
asked to. help in disseminating instructions as 
to the filling up of the forms, and any persons: 
applying directly at Charlemont House would 
receive any help that they may require, 
The Minister for Industry and Commerce 
hoped that every householder and every other 
person concerned would have sufficient civic 
spirit to answer the questions in the forms 
accurately. (Hear, hear.) The people referred 
to by Major Cooper could send in their papers 
directly to Charlemont House.

Months. afterwards she is seen in the pride 
of. prosperity, getting good prices for her 
lambs and buying her ponies cheap on account 
of her pretty face—but she is not happy. The 
old shepherd who has remained faithtul to her 
is horror-struck when he finds she has bought 
a white colt—in Wales a white colt means 
death—and when that night she bids a half- 
witted hunchback come in to rest he leaves 
her, declaring that he cannot risk his life on 
a farm containing two such monstrosities. 
The girl is left in the lonely farm with the 
deformed man, who stays on to help her. 
One night she accidentally sees his stunted 
figure, which breaks the creature's control. 
He tells her he worships her, and in a mad 
scene-tries ta touch her. She escapes, but in 
the silent watches of the night realises her 
hardness, and thinks that by marrying the 
poor wretch, who has never had a chance, 
she will conquer herself. When she tells 
him her decision he goes to _ tend 
his sheep, happy for the first time. He is 
lost and frozen in a snowdrift, anc the girl 
is reunited to her lover, who had started 
out to her assistance when the. storm started 
the evening before 
This is a well writen and interesting play. 
The characters are human, and the girls 
desire to gain respect by her own work is 
understandable. Stanley Lathbuty gave a 
capital performance of the old shepherd. It 
1s a ‘* Ghurdles ‘Ash-like ” character, and the 
old man has. many shrewd observations to 
make. Philip Wade’s make-up as the hunch- 
back was horribly realistic, and his acting 
very fine and effective. Miss Gwendonei 
Evans played the girl with emotion, under- 
standing and distinction. She is a clever 
actress, with a good memory and a pone 
voice. The rest of the cast were adequate, 
and ‘the play was very enthusiastically re- 
ceived. 


‘* HELL BENT FOR HEAVEN.” 
The new play at the Everyman Theatre, 
‘* Hell Bent for Heaven,” is a realistic story 
of a blood feud in a primitive community in 
the Carolina mountains. The feud is an 
ancient one, and would have died a. natural 
death if it had not been fostered by a reli- 
gious maniac, who, desiring a certain comely 
maid for himself, worked on her brothers 
feelings when he was drunk, and so per- 
suaded him to attempt the life of a man 
whose staunch friend he had been hitherto. 
When this ruse does not succeed in getting 
rid of his rival, he dynamites 4 dam and 
the water floods a valley. Everyone escapes 
except the madman, who is left to curse and 
die. 

For some time it is a matter of conjecture 
whether the chief character who makes all 
the trouble is just a mean fellow out to 
satisfy himself at any price, or a maniac who 
really believes that he is an agent of God. 
Towards the end of the play, however, it 1s 
made clear that he is an unbalanced religiqus 
maniac. This part was. exceedingly well 
played by Mr. Raymond Massey, who grew 
violent, grovelled, or indulged in ecstatic 
emotion with the utmost effect. Mr. Leslie 
Banks acted powerfully as the brother cf 
the girl beloved of the lunatic, and Myr. 
Robert Glennie gave a good performance cf 
the lover. Miss Diana Hamilton made a 
charming if pathetic heroine, - The story is 
somewhat drawn out, and the company ap- 
peared to have difficulty with the dialect, 
but on the whole I: found this play both 
powerful and entértaining. 


“ RIVERSIDE NIGHTS.”

THE GLOOM OF THE IRISH 


HOTEL. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE TRISH TIMES 
Str,—It is good to hear that the managers 
vf our hotels are meeting together in con- 
rása with a view to! improving the attrac- 
tions of their establishments. The subjects of 
indifferent cooking and high charges will, no 
doubt, be thoroughly, discussed; but a com- 
parsion between Irish hotels and those on the 
Continent brings out other directions in which 
we lag terribly and where candid criticism 
may be helpful. Apart from cooking and 
tariff, there are two outstanding directions in 
which our hotels strike the visitor as falling 
short of corresponding standards abroaci :— 
(1) They are sombre and depressing instead of 
gay. (2) Little provision is made for open-air 
or semi-open-air life. 

Take the first point, The sense of dreary 
depression is mainly due to the habit of 
using brown varnish and to an ignorance and 
dread of the proper use of colour. If thought 
and care were given tp enlivening the rooms 
with white and cream distempers and to 
picking out details with bold touches of clean 
colour, or to schemes of black and white, our 
dull Victorian parlours would jump into life. 

The second point of criticism that instantly 
strikes anyone accustomed to foreign travel, 
whether in the South of France or in the in- 
hospitable climate of Scandinavia, is our lack 
of provision for open-air enjoyment. If you 
want a cup of coffee, you must have it in a 
stuffy parlour or lounge. There exist few 
café-restaurants, balconies, verandahs or 
terraces, with trellises and screens to act as 
shelter from the wind, easily accessible and 
inviting to the casual traveller. Gaiety and 
colour are not expensive; they are, on the 
contrary, absurdly cheap, calling only for an 
acquaintance with tone and colour selection 
and architectural proportion. 

The Paris Exhibition has taught us that the 
cheapest materials, properly applied, can pro- 
duce the happiest and gayest results. If our 


on decoration, and if they continue to usher 
visitors on sunny afternoons into stuffy-looking 
brown parlours, we shall perpetuate our 
reputation for stodgy gloom, and visitors from 
abroad will be actively repelled rather than 
attracted to pay a second visit and to bring 
their friends.—Yours, etc., 
MANNING Ropertson, A.R.,I.B.A.

|“ HEARTS OF THE WORLD.” 


“ Hearts oí the World’’ is the D. W. 
Griffith production in which the sisters Lilian 
and Dorothy Gish impressed themselves 
so strongly on the minds of the cinema 
public. It was among the first of the big 


films to display battlefield scenes, and on its 
original presentation those scenes occupied a 
large proportion of its exceptional length. 
In the meantime, numerous other films with 
war scenes have appeared, and the Griffith 
film is no longer unique for realism and 
intensity in that respect. Now that it has 
reached Dublin again, in the course of re- 
issue, it is interesting to note that passages, 
which, lacking novelty, might be found 'tire- 
some, have been “cul.” As a result the main 
story, which has a lasting appeal, is unfolded 
with better continuity. On the whole, the 
film gains by the elimination of matter which 
made appeal to a temporary mood of eagerness 
for pictures of war. 

The most exciting episodes, of course, have 
not been touched: they are vital parts of the 
story. The tussle between Germans and 
French for possessicn of the village, where 
Marie Stephenson is one of the unhappy 
civiian inhabitants trapped by bombardment, 
is represented in its varying phases. The 
adventures. of the boy Hamilton in daring 
enterprises against the enemy, and his days 
of comradeship .with poilu friends in the 
chanceful life of the trenches—these, neces- 
sarily, are untouched The remarkable photo- 
graphs of the bombardment of the village 
and of bayonet charges and artillery action 
remain, being essential and _ distinctive. 
Sounding more cleariy, because of the cutting 
away of mere trappings, are the heart-beats 
of folk to whom the sway of war brings their 
own experiences of grief, separation, suspense, 
terror, and of joy made more intense by these. 

The acting of the Gish sisters, as the two 
girls who love the Boy, remains one of the 
most memorable examples of individual 
brilliance in film-work.
